‘Woodrome said he had talked 
with Novotny but said he had 
also talked with ‘two or three 
other dealers’’ about selling 
out, . 


Woodrome’s dealership has 
clearly been in distress in 
recent months, with almost no 
néw cars and few used cars on 
its lot at 19th Street and Madi- 
son Avenue. 


Woodrome said several sce- 
narios were possible: He said 
he might retain sole ownership 
of the franchise, sell out, or 
merge with another dealer. 


“There’s at least three deals 
working,"’ Woodrome said. 


Novotny, the Chevrolet dealer 
who had a grand-opening 
ribbon cutting ceremony yester- 
day of his new location on Illi- 


nois Route 3 near West Pontoon 
Road, said both the Oldsmobile 
and Chevrolet divisions of Gen- 
eral Motors ‘‘are enthusiastic’’ 
about his proposal “‘because of 
our new location.’’ 


Novotny said the number of 
car-shoppers at his dealership 
tripled and his service business 
doubled since he moved there 
Dec. 30 from Ni jus and 
Madison avenues. fe sold six 
cars yesterday alone,”’ he said 
Wednesday. 


“We'll be doi! our best to 
get the Oldsmobile franchise,’’ 
Novotny said. He would operate 
both evrolet and Oldsmobile 
agencies. 

Meanwhile, Woodrome said, 
“I’m still the Oldsmobile deal- 
er.” 

He said he sold three new 
cars last week and ‘‘a couple” 
of used cars this week. 

Novotny said that if he 
reached an agreement with 
Woodrome he would probably 
build a new six-car showroom 
within two years on a lot in 
between his location and the 
Jerry Koetting Ford dealership, 
which is preparing to move to 
Illinois 3.

Man on probation 
for murder of son

EDWARDSVILLE — An 82- 
year-old Madison area man, who 
Pleaded guilty to killing his son 
and later dumping the body, was 
placed on one year of probation 
Tuesday. 

The judge said the man isn’t 
“a threat at all to society.’’ 

Albert Johnson of Eagle Park 
pleaded guilty to second-degree 
murder and concealment of a 
homicide in the September 1987 
death of his son, 35-year-old Lev- 
elle Johnson, an alleged drug 
user and dealer. 

Madison County Chief Circuit 
Judge Charles Romani’ Jr. said 
he placed Albert Johnson on pro- 
bation ‘‘because you're close to 
83 and I don’t feel you’re a 
threat at all to society.” 

After his guilty plea, the 
father had been released from 
jail last year because of his age, 


lawyers said. He had served 
from Nov. 10, 1988, until May 1, 
1989, in jail. 

The slaying prompted a year- 
long investigation in which 
police from several southern Illi- 
nois counties tried to identify a 
mysterious John Doe. 

The victim’s bullet-riddled, 
decomposed body was found by 
a deer hunter in October 1987 in 
a wooded lot in Pulaski County. . 

Illinois State Police learned of 
me father’s pee in the 

omicide after picki up anoth- 
er son, Robert Johnson, on an 
unrelated auto theft charge more 
than a year after the slaying. 

Robert Johnson, who was out- 
side the family’s home in Eagle 
Park when Levelle Johnson was 
shot, told police of thé killing 
and iater was charged with help- 
ing his father conceal a homi- 
cide.

Paula Sims guilty of — 


slaying her daughter

PEORIA — Paula Sims, 
accused of killing her infant 
daughter Heather Lee, stared as 
if in disbelief and slowly shook 
her head Tuesday as the ju 
issued its verdict: guilty on ali 
counts. 

It took jurors 10 hours over 
two days to reach their decision, 
returned at about 2 p.m. 

‘Then, as each one individually 
affirmed the verdict, Sims, dry- 
eyed, looked down at the defense 
table in front of her, never 
returning her gaze to the jury 
box. She was ushered from the 
courtroom immediately after- 
ward. 

Jurors reconvened Wednesday 
to consider the state’s request 
that Sims, 30, be sentenced to 
death. 

Heather was the second of two 
daughters that Sims claimed 
was abducted by the same 
masked gunman in incidents 
three years apart. 

She faces added charges of 
lying to police in the 1986 disa) 

ce and death of her first. 

rn, Loralei, although no one 

has been charged with that kill- 
ing. 

Sims was found guilty of 
first-degree murder, concealing 
a homicide and two counts of 
obstructing justice, all for the 
death of Heather, who was 
reported missing from the Sims’ 
Alton home on April 29, 1989. 
The body was discovered four 
days later in a trash barrel in 
West Alton, Mo. 

Sims’ husband, Robert, waited 
for the verdict in a private room 


behind the courtroom. He left 
without speaking to reporters. 
Defense attorney Donald Gro- 
shong refused to comment. 

Prosecutors and police were 
jubilant, calling the verdict a 
victory for a community that 
has been wre! by the crime 
and for the embattled police 
agencies that investigated the 
two deaths. : 

The couple’s only surviving 
child, Randall, turned two years 
old Wednesday. 

The people of Madison County 
owe (the jury) a great debt,”’ 
said Assistant State’s Attorney 
Don Weber. He called the case 
the most difficult challenge of 
his career. The. 11-day tri was 
moved to Peoria because of 
extensive publicity in Madison 
County. 

“Donald Groshong is the best 
defense lawyer in Illinois,” 
Weber said. “‘He made me the 
best prosecutor in Lllinois.’’ 

Prosecutors hinted that the tri- 
al might have paved the way for 
Robert Sims to be charged in 
one or both deaths. 

The case on Heather’s slaying 
remains an ‘“‘open file’ and addi- 
tional charges could be pending, 
said Madison County State’s 
Attorney William Haine. Weber 
has contended that Robert-Sims 
lied when he took the stand in 
his wife’s defense last week. 

On Tuesday, Weber again 
offered his theory concerning the 
motive for both killings: ‘‘Paula 
Sims didn’t like little girls, and 
neither did Robert.” 

Haine called the verdict a vin- 
dication of the conduct and com- 

tence of the police agencies, 
‘especially the Alton police

WASHINGTON — U.S. Reps. 
Jerry Costello and Glenn 
Poshard scored below the nation- 
al and state averages on envi- 
ronmental issues, according to a 
new environmental study. 

Democrats Costello of Belle- 
ville and Poshard of Carterville 
voted correctly 60 percent of the 
time on issues chosen by the 
League of Conservation Voters, 
a Washington-based interest 

roup. The score was 12 percent 

low the national average for 
Democrats, 

The LCV report rated-congress 
members and senators on 10 key 
votes including protecting lakes 
and streams, pte 3 the rain for- 
ests in Alaska, halting unneces- 
sary production of plutonium, 
raising oil-spill liability and pre- 
serving wilderness areas. 

“Their national. scorecard 
unfortunately does not reflect 
my commitment to issues direct- 
ly affecting Southwestern Illi- 
nois, such as the growing landfill 
capacity problem, protection of 
our wetlands and expansion of 
recreational trails in our area,” 
Costello said, responding to the 
study. 

“I don’t pay attention to score- 
cards. I do what I think is right 
when I vote,’’ Poshard said. 

Both voted against a water 
cost-sharing issue which would 
require states to share the costs 
of water projects. The defeated 
amendment was designed to 
eliminate costly and environ- 
mentally threatening water proj- 
ects, according to the LCV 
report. 

Costello ‘‘voted with the 
advice of other Democrats on 
the (House Appropriations) Com- 
mittee in opposition to Republi- 
cans,” said Brian Lott, a press 
aide for Costello. 

Costello and Poshard voted 
against two oil-spill liability 
amendments that would have 
established a standard by which 
the oil spiller becomes liable for 
the total cost of cleanup, the 
report said. 





According to Lott, Costello 
voted in favor of the final pas- 
sage of the Oil Spill Liability Act 
although the two amendments 
had already been defeated. 

Anna Goldrich of the LCV, 
however, said initial votes were 
more important because they 
show ‘which members are the 
environmentalists, because these 
amendments shape the final 
bills.” 


“I wouldn’t hold a simple neg- 
ligence standard which can 
include accidents that aren’t 
willful or intended,’’ Poshard 
said. “If you hold that kind of 
standard, I don’t see how you’d 
get anything in this country 
insured.’’ 

Costello and Poshard_ also 
rejected the international family 
planning amendment. Lott said 
that some of the issues selected 
by the LCV scorecard are ‘‘not 
environmentally pertinent to 
Southwestern Illinois.”’ 

“The United Nations popula- 
tion fund supports abortion and 
involuntary sterilizations in Chi- 
na and all over the world,” 
Poshard said. ‘I don’t know why 
scorecards are based on abor- 
tion. That’s a gross thing to do.”’ 

St. Louis-area Reps. William 
L. Clay and Richard A. Gep- 
hardt and Illinois Sens. Alan 
Dixon and Paul Simon, all Dem- 
ocrats, are the most environ- 
mentally sensitive local con- 
gressmen, according to the 
study. 

In the survey of 10 issues, the 
LCV agreed with 90 percent of 
the votes by Clay, Gephardt and 
Simon, and 80 percent of Dix- 
on’s. 

Hannibal, Mo., Democrat Har- 
old Volkmer’s 40 percent rating 
was under state, congressional 
and party averages, as were the 
20 percent score of Sen. Christo- 
pher S. ‘Kit’? Bond and the 30 
percent rating of Sen. John C. 
Danforth. Both Bond and Dan- 
forth are Missouri Republicans. 

The 50 reent rating of Rep. 
Jack Buechner, R-Kirkwood, was 
below the House average but 15 
percent above the average for 
Republicans. 


‘Man of good earth’ named

ST. LOUIS — Peter H. Raven, 
director of the Missouri Botani- 
cal Garden, was lauded Jan. 25 
as a “man of the good earth” as 
he received the St. Louis Man of 
the Year Award in ceremonies 
at the garden. 

“His many achievements in 
protecting the environment have 
made a lasting impact not only 
in St. Louis but throughout the 
world,” said last year’s Man of 
the Year recipient, Robert F. 
Hyland. Hyland, Senior vice 
president of CBS radio and gen- 
eral manager of KMOX-AM 
(630) and KLOU-FM (103.3), 
introduced Raven. 

Raven was a member of the 
biology department at Stanford 
University in 1971 when he was 
appointed head of Shaw’s Gar- 
den, which then had a staff of 80 
and a budget of $600,000, Hyland 
said. 

Due to Raven’s leadership, the 
garden now has a staff of 270 
and a budget of $11 million, 
Hyland noted. 

Last year the garden had 
750,000 visitors and received 
financial donations from 23,000 
People. 

Raven, 53, is internationally 
known for his efforts to preserve 





new sources of food to adequate- 
ly supply the world’s population, 
Hyland said, adding: 

“But his greatest gift to us is 
the garden we are in today, a 
garden that Peter has turned 
into an international force in bot- 
any. 

“On a more personal level, we 
are grateful that he has 
breathed new life into the gar- 
den. It is, as he envisions it to 
be, a living museum.” 

In accepting the award, Raven 
asked the audience of 300 civic 
leaders to ‘‘join in an effort to 
understand how we can help our 
city and our state become even 
better and more satisfying 
places to live and raise a family. 

“Tt surely must be clear to 
everyone here that we live in an 
interdependent world, one in 
which every action has a conse- 
quence and every species of 
plant and animal has a purpose 
that fits into a design that has 
taken eons to evolve. 

_ ‘If present rates of destruc- 
tion continue during the next 
three decades, we will be con- 
demning every day at least 100 
species to extinction,’’ Raven 
said. 

“This is at least 1,000 times

Verdict teaches a lesson 


=The conviction on perjury charges of Alderman Dan 
Partney and brothers Don and Dave was startling, but it may 
teach valuable lessons to the voting ppublic: 

* Foremost: You can’t live at one address and swear that you 
live at another when you go to the polls. 

« The Partneys, well-known, politically influential business- 
men, feel their election-related offense was minor and the 
verdict should be overturned, but the jury’s opinion under- 
Scores the need for the public to understand just how 
important residency is to the voting process. 

Madison County State’s Attorney Bill Haine showed cour- 
age in pursuing the case, knowing it would antagonize a 

ent Democratic political force. Assistant State’s Attorney 
ichard Rybak argued that those on trial had influence and 
should have known voter registration requirements. 

The advice the Partneys received from their rsonal 
attorney was wrong. If the state voting law can inter- 
preted in differer.t ways, perhaps the General Assembly 
should clean up the wording. 

The case also underscores the saying that those who ignore 
history are doomed to repeat it. Decades ago, the Press-Re- 
cord reported that dozens of business owners were voting in 
Madison even though they lived in Granite City, St. Louis or 
other cities. Not long after that, the Madison voter lists were 
purged of non-residents. 

Nobody went to jail in the Madison controversy and we join 
Haine in recommending there be no confinement in the 
current case. Dan Partney may well have to give up his 
positions as Granite City alderman and precinct committee- 
man, and that would be a pretty substantial penalty. 


Murder case handled well 


Speaking of State’s Attorney Bill Haine, congratulations 
are due him and assistant State’s Attorney Don Weber for 
their handling of the Paula Sims trial. The defendant was 
convicted Tuesday afternoon of killing her infant daughter, 
Heather, last year. 

The Sims family lives in Alton, so it wasn’t really a local 
case. But it gripped the attention of everyone familiar with 
the tragedy of two tiny sisters’ mysterious “‘kidnappings” 
and deaths three years apart. : 

The congratulatory comment is voiced without our having 
any direct knowledge of the evidence. Obviously, not every 
defendant is guilty, and a prosecutor’s “‘batting average”’ 
could be deceptive in rating his effectiveness. 

Nevertheless, a series of acquittals during Haine’s first 
year in the office had shaken public confidence in him. Now, 
with a series of convictions, his prosecutorial record and 
image are on the rebound. 


Gear up for bridge delays 


Many Granite Citians use the Poplar Street Bridge for 
commuting back and forth to jobs in St. Louis. So a lot of 
people in our town are going to face substantial delays in 
April when a crucial phase of repair begins on the bridge. 

Tllinois Department of Transportation officials are predict- 
ing delays up to three times longer than were experienced in 
the last couple of years while work was being done to the 
Martin Luther King and Poplar Street bridges. 

Bids will be opened on the two-year project this Friday, and 
the particulars on time could be spelled out then. 

According to IDOT, delays have averaged about 20 minutes 
on the bridge — about what was predicted by IDOT. Howev- 
er, District Engineer Dale Klohr now expects delays of about 
one hour. Let’s hope he falls short on his prediction. 

This part of the Poplar Street work, known as Phase 2, 
includes the closure of one lane on the main line to the bridge 
during rush hour and the closure of both lanes at other times. 

IDOT did itself a favor one year ago when it advised 
motorists on the best ways to avoid commuter delays. Those 
tips bear repeating: 

Use other bridges, including the King, Eads and McKinley 
bridges. (Note: IDOT says King is already at capacity; the 
others might be better.) 

eFind a van pool, to cut down on the number of vehicles 
crossing the river. 

Use mass transit. We pay for bus service. Why not take 
advantage of it? 

If you don’t do anything else this week while driving to St. 
Louis during rush hour, at least clock yourself to see how long 
your trip is. Add an hour to that time, and see if all the hassle 
is really worth it. :

Pontoon Library presents its view of area services 


To the editor: 


I’ve had it! All you've done is 
degrade our library from the 
start. In your editorial in Thurs- 
day’s (Jan. 25) Press-Record, 
the headline read: Library won’t 
go on own. Then you said we 
should just accept fact and 
become a part of Granite City 
Regional Library District. Well, 
here’s some facts, Mr. Editor: 

FACT: We were in the process 
of establishing a free Pontoon 
Beach Library long before Gran- 
ite City came up with their 
grand idea of taking over our 
area, and our taxpayers’ money. 

In negotiations with Granite 
City, on the concept of becoming 
a part of their Library District, 
we made such suggestions as — 

1) Would Granite City be will- 
ing to put us a Branch Library 
here in Pontoon Beach? 

2) Would Granite City be will- 
ing to take over the facility we 
already have and give more new 
and updated materials, equip- 
ment, computers, etc. 

3) Would Granite City supply 
employees? 

All answers were No. They 
wanted all or nothing. Summing 
it up, in my opinion: Our tax 
dollars, iod! Greed? 

Why did we ever have a tax 
referendum in the first place? 

FACT: Because we were 
informed by Charm Ruhnke, of 
the Lewis and Clark Regional 
Library System and Granite City 
Head Librarian and Director 
Robert Stack that if we didn’t 
become a tax-supported library 
they could take us over anyway. 

This was repeated several 
times in your newspaper, and b: 
Granite City Library personnel. 
Did we push that tax increase? 
No. Why? Because the library 


wasn’t built on that concept. 

But when Granite City was 
threatening their takeover at a 
cost to our taxpayers of 29 cents 
on $100 assessed valuation, our 
Village Trustees did the only 
thing they could do, which was 
to try and save the Pontoon tax- 
payers as much money as possi- 
ble and let them make a choice. 

They proceeded by putting a 
referendum on the ballot with 
the minimum of 15 cents. 

FACT: Yes, it failed. So did 83 
percent of all’other tax increases 
across the nation in November, 
according to NBC polls. 

FACT: Or coincidence — The 
day after our tax referendum 
failed, I personally called the 
Illinois State Library Develop- 
ment to inquire about our fate. I 
spoke with a Carolyn Smith, who 
said she was quite familiar with 
the Granite City and Pontoon 
Beach situation. 

She stated that Granite City 
couldn’t put us on their March 
ballot nor try to take us over in 
their district because we were 
recognized by the Illinois 
Library as having a legally 
established library in place and 
by ordinance. 

FACT: Did you know that the 
Granite City Library is autho- 
rized by the Illinois State 
Library to issue student cards 
for non-residents? The Library 
Board may charge $1 each for 
these cards. 

THe cards may only be used 
duri the school year and for 
no other special activities the 
library may be having. This is 
stat in the Illinois Revised 
Statutes Chapter 81 — Section 
4-7 (12). 

FACT: Granite City has tried 
to retaliate by threatening to 


segregate our children from the 
bookmobile. Yet that bookmobile 
is paid for through grants 
received by the State of Illinois.

FACT: Granite City Library 
income last year was $622,361, 
out of which $574,625 comes from 
property taxes. They only spent

newspapers for two libraries. At 
the end of the year the library 
had a cash balance of $232,969. 

So then. I ask you, why does 
Granite City feel the need to 
raise their non-resident fee from 
$25 to $43? Greed? 

FACT: Granite City received 
a $100,000 grant designated to 
expand library services, not 
inhibit them by restricting book- 
mobile service and increasing its 
fees! 

FACT: Speaking with resi- 
dents who have lived in Pontoon 
for over 25 years, the statements 
were made over and over: ‘‘Pon- 
toon has finally done something 
for all the people."’ 

This was heard loud and clear 
during our grand opening. When 
we were being congratulated by 
such elected officials as Sen. 
Sam Valdalebene, State Rep. 
Sam Wolf, local representative 
Shang Greathouse, president of 
Chamber of Commerce RC Bush 
and others.

But let a 
dedicated worker put a simple 10 
x 13 piece of paper on our front 
door and you give us front page 
headlines and pictures!

But so far ‘if’ 
hasn’t entered the picture, said 
director Leonard Sonnenschein.

Although the subject is far 
from decided and a number of 
others parties are showing inter- 
est, the Village of Pontoon 
Beach remains a leading con- 
tender for an Aquacenter. Such 
a project would focus on aqua 


life and be a center of tourism, 
research and education, Sonnen- 
chein said.

Environmental issues will 
prove to be among the most 
dominant of the next several 
years, Sonnenschein predicted. 
And he sees a role for his Aqua- 
center proposal as the trend 
evolves. 

Such a complex would include 
an aquarium section, hands-on 
exhibits, people-mover walkways 


on different levels, theater 
space, restaurants and gift 
shops.

local and global levels. Visitors 
would be figuratively immersed 
in an aquatic experience by fol- 
lowing the-path of water through 
its hydrologic cycle, from sky to 
ground and back, Sonnenschein 
said. 

Aquacenters are created by 
using multi-level structures that 
start with the headwaters at the 
highest level, pro; through a 
series of trees and bluffs and 
then into creeks, streams and 
rivers. he 

Lighting variations allow visi- 
tors to view the terrain as it 
would be either in the day or 
night.

The river widens and flows 
gently toward a delta, and visi- 
tors ultimately reach the 
beaches and the offshore depths 
of the ocean near a coral reef. 

Huge glass-enclosed tanks pro- 
vide a controlled but realistic 
habitat for a variety of colored 
fish and sea mammals. 

Such Aquacenters exist and 
are growing in popularity, with 
millions of visitors viewing the 
exhibits each year, Sonnenschein 
said. 

“As citizens of the St. Louis 
regional area, we live at the 
confluence of two of the world’s 
greatest and mightiest rivers,” 
he said. ‘“‘We are part of a 
waterway system that helped 
make this country the great and 
prosperous nation it is today. 

“Our natural, geological and 
historic heritages are key ingre- 
dients in this growth.” 

At a recent meeting of the 
Aquacenter Board of Directors, 
local restaurateur David The- 
beau was selected to serve on 
the board. At the moment, he is 
the only Illinois representative 
among the directors. 

Thebeau is credited by Son- 
nenschein for introducing the 
Pontoon Beach area to him as a 
possible site and also offering to 
donate. land and funds to the 
project. 

Elected with Thebeau as a 
new director was John Kinsella, 
an attorney who has professional 
interests in Illinois. 

Kinsella also had expressed 
interest in joining the Aquacen- 
ter board and has since agreed 
to serve as board secretary, Son- 
nenschein said. 

“We need an Illinois presence 
on the board. We are happy to 
have them,” he said. Other THi- 
noisans have’ been invited to 
join, he added. 

The Aquacenter organization 
is non-profit and tax-exempt fed- 
erally and in Missouri, and the 
plan is to do the, same in Illinois, 
Sonnenschein said. The govern-

Interest in obtaining the 
regional Aquacenter for their 
communities is being shown by 
promoters representing the East 
St. Louis riverfront and Collins- 
ville area, he said. But prospects 
for Pontoon Beach are still best. 

“The Pontoon Beach site has 
everything — the properties; the 
most potential for capitalization 
for the project; and the high- 
ways (interstate roads) to pro- 
vide access,” Sonnenschein said. 

As part of a continuing effort 
to drum up interest in the proj- 
ect, .Sonnenchein drove to 
Springfield last Friday to talk 
with officials at the Illinois 
Department of Conservation, the 
Department of Commerce and 
Community Affairs and the 
Department of Energy and Natu- 
ral Resources. 

“They were very enthusiastic, 
not only in terms of environment 
and the education the Aquacen- 
ter would bring: to the area, but 
also the impact on economic 
development and tourism. 

“We want to tie the Aquacen- 
ter with the Cahokia Mounds 
Museum, the Horseshoe Lake 
Recreation Area, Our Lady of 
the Snows and Southern Illinois 
University to form a regional 
attraction,” he said.

The contribution was raised to $50,000 when it 
was suggested TIF (tax increment financing) 
funds could be used for the study at no cost to the 
village. The study funds later were frozen, along 
avith money for infrastructure work on Chouteau 
Trace III, until the annual audit of village TIF 
funds was received. 

The village has not yet released any funds for 
the survey. 


A preliminary audit was received, but trustees 
deferred approval again at the Jan. 23 meeting 
until the final audit figures are presented to the 
board, probably next week. 

Sonnenschein said front footage property on Illi- 
nois 111 offered by the village as a site for the 
Aquacenter is valued at $100,000 an acre.

Several sources of state funding for the 
are being explored by Sonnenschein, including 
low-interest bonds authorized through the South- 
western Illinois Development Authority.

**No one has clearly told us what we will need to 
gain bond funding through the authority. The 
amount is negotiable and could be between 1 and 6 
percent of the total cost,’’ he said. 

Estimated cost of the project is between $30 
million and $36 million. 

Another source of possible funding would be 
through TIF bonds, Sonnenschein said. 

Tax increment financing is a state program for

redeveloping blighted areas within specific bound- 
aries. 

Any taxes generated in the TIF area would go to 
the village to retire the debt. 

“We haven’t asked or requested any use of TIF 
money but there -may be a balance of about 
$800,000 to $1 million in Chouteau Trace TIF bonds 
which may be available,’’ Sonnenschein said. 

“We are looking at the TIF uses and ordinance 
to see if it is possible to use these funds.”’ 

Not all the trustees are convinced the Aquacen- 
ter is a viable enterprise for the community under 
the current circumstances. 

Trustee Robert Dot iS expressed concern that 
only a portion of the land proposed for the Aqua- 
center lies within the TIF district and that financ- 
ing the study through TIF money would be illegal.

If a qualified veteran 
is bypassed in favor of a non-veteran, the agency 
must justify the action in writing to CMS. Ip 
addition, these agencies are prohibited from mak- 
ing employment commitments to non-veteran eli-

Richard Brauer of Belleville said 
that because of recent changes 
in “tax, increment financing legis- 
lation, Belleville only got about 
half the TIF fuiids this year that 
it-got two years ago. 

=“If you have any pull with the 
Departmen: of Revenue, tell 
them there have been enough 
euts,” Brauer said. 

= Sen. Ken all, D-East St. Lou- 
ts; and Rep. Ron Stephens, 
R-Troy, saic they supported the 
TIF prograri, but warned that 
TIF funds ccme out of a tighten- 
img general revenue pie. 

“You'd better be prepared,” 
Hall said. ‘‘I heard the gover- 
nor’s message, and it’s going to 
be- lean and mean."’ 

« INCOME TAX INCREASE 
— Brauer priised the state for 
the two-year, half percent 
imecome tax for municipalities 
and school districts. He urged 
the state to support extending 
the increase after two years. 

Rep. Sam Wolf, D-Granite 
City, called the tax increase 
“‘one of the best moves the Gen- 
eral Assembly has made in a 
long time,’’ and said he would 






favor extension if the money 
continues to go to schools and 
municipalities. 

Stephens said he was opposed 
to the tax increase. 

“The last six years that I was 
in the General Assembly, I 
resolved that Illinois does not 
have a revenue problem; we 
have a spending problem,’’ Ste- 
phens said. 

He said he would consider sup- 
porting: an extension only if it 
was coupled with ‘real reduc- 
tions"’ in property taxes. 

* LEGALIZING DRUGS 
Skip Bennett of the Southern I 
nois Law Enforcement Commis- 
sion asked the state officials for 
their assurance that they would 
oppose any move to legalize illic- 
it drugs. All said they would 
strongly oppose such a move. 

“It just amazes me that men 
and women that I thought had 

ood sense would favor the 
legalization of drugs,’’ Stephens 
said. ‘‘They still would have the 
same damaging properties, it 
would just make access to them 
easier. It would be the first step 
toward the downfall of our coun- 
try.”” 

* BUILD ILLINOIS Fair- 
view Heights Mayor George 
Lanxon asked about the status of 
Build Mlinois, and what other 
money might be available to 
municipalities for infrastructure 
improvements. 





Wolf called Build Illinois “the 
biggest joke that ever came out 
of the General Assembly,” say- 
ing many of the projects funded 
never should have qualified. Hall 
said he didn’t think there was 
any money left in Build Mlinois. 

Stephens admitted that there 
had n waste, but said Build 
Illinois also had funded many 
legitimate projects in places like 
Collinsville, Caseyville and 
Belleville. He and Wolf said if 
Build MUlinois is to continue, 
there should be more restrictions 
on what projects are funded. 

° LIABILITY REFORM 
The legislators were asked about 
caps on liability for municipali- 
ties, some of which are spending 
up to a quarter of their revenue 
for liability insurance. 

Wolf, Hall and Stephens all 
came down on insurance compa- 
nies. Wolf said during the last 
legislative session, insurance 
companies refused to commit to 
lower premiums if the assembly 
ca liabilities. 

“Tf there’s anybody you need 
to regulate, anybody you need to 
get, it’s insurance companies,” 
Hall said. 

“T think there’s more than one 
guilty party,” Stephens said. ‘‘I 
know this is sacrilege in St. 
Clair County, and especially 
here in Belleville, but the trial 
lawyers don't walk away inno- 
cent either.”

@. Iam a disabled person and 
live alone. Could you give me 
some tips on taking precautions 
against crime? 

‘A. No disabled person should 
be an easy target for criminals 
merely because of physical limi- 
tations. It’s important to remem- 
ber that most criminals are sim- 
ply opportunists looking for easy 
prey. Disabled persons who real- 
ize this and take the necessary 

recautions will be less likely to 

victimized. 

The following list suggests 
basic precautions that may 
serve to safeguard against crime 
that can, without difficulty, be 
made a part of the daily routine 
of any disabled person:

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Dr. Gonzalez retires from St. Elizabeth

GRANITE CITY — St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center has lost an old friend. 

Ciro Antonio Gonzalez, M.D., an anesthesi- 
ologiat who spent all but the first two years 
of his career,at SEMC, took early retirement 
Dec. 14, so that he and his wife, Dolly, could 
relocate to Daytona Beach, ‘'Fla., and be 
reunited with family members living there. 

“(All our hearts, now, are to be together,” 
said Dr. Gonzalez, who has two sons and two 
grandchildren living in Daytona; another son 
is completing law school at St. Louis Univer- 
sity. “‘My family has been spread out for 
awhile, and I think we have to be together 
more of the time.” 

Plans for his retirement have been in the 
works for the last six years, he said. 

“T want to start a new life and experience 
new adventures,” he said, closing a 25-year 
career at SEMC. 

A going-away pa was held in his honor 
at Dr. Terry Ran ’s home, followed by a 
farewell reception at the medical center. 

“TI have had the most wonderful time of 
my life here,”’ said Dr. Gonzalez, who moved 
here from New Jersey with his family in 
1965. He had left behind an anesthesiology 
position at Bridgeton Memorial Hospital for 
the same position at St. Elizabeth. 

When he arrived in Granite City, his broth- 
er, Pablo, was already employed at SEMC 
as an anesthesiologist.

Meanwhile, Ciro remained at the medical 
center, attaining the most seniority among 
active associates and physicians in the Surgi- 
cal Department before retiring. He’s quick to 
point out, however, that there are a number 
of physicians in other specialties who have 
been around much longer than he has. 

‘Everything has been so successful 
because of all the Cooperation and assistance 
I have gotten from the people, the most 
wonderful people in the world,” he said. 

“That makes me so glad and so proud that 
I am full of happiness right now to have 
been associated with such a wonderful place 
and such wonderful people.

Taxable bond market will

This taxable bond sale pro- 
vides for the continuous: pur- 
chase of student loans from local 
lending institutions. 

ISAC, formerly the Illinois 
State Scholarship Commission, 
currently guarantees student 
loans from about 1,200 Illinois 
lenders as well as numerous 
out-of-state lenders. 

Since its creation, the commis- 


sion has purchased more_than 
$675 million in guaranteed stu- 
dent loans through the issuance 
of $645 million in student loan 
reventie bonds and notes. 

“IDAPP’s purchases of stu- 
dent loans from lenders rein-- 
forces ISAC’s mandate of provid-- 
ing access and choice to [linois- 
students. The additional capital 
to lenders enables them to assist 
more students,’ said Gary Rie- 
man, director of IDAPP. 

The interest rate on the vari- 
able rate demand bonds is reset 
weekly at the lowest rate avail- 
able to the commission. 

The rate is based on, certain 
economic market indices and is 
designed to provide the commis- 
sion access to purchasing stu- 
dent loans through taxable 
financing, competitive with other 
nationwide secondary markets.

Case in point: Home Fed- 
eral Savings, in Alton, is 
awaiting regulatory approval 
from the Office of Thrift Super- 
vision (OTS) for Roosevelt Bank 
to acquire the $110 million thrift. 
Also, Illini Federal recently sold 


For savi and loans looking 
to issue s' , Wall Street has a 
surprise. Sure, there is interest, 
especially in Midwest thrifts 
where the economy is viewed as 
more stable than elsewhere, 
says Anthony Polini, financial 
analyst with A.G. Edwards & 
Sons Inc. But buyers are only 
willing to pay half of an associa- 
tion’s book value, or less than 
five times earnings. 

United Postal’s filing with the 
Securities and Exchange Com-
